* Now, I want nothing so much 
In the whole world as I wan) a 
happy, wholesome family life for 
every member In our family, hut, 
Somehow something has gone 
awry. 
“ We have a small but comfort­ 
able house, the children have 
music lessons, and frequently 
have friends at home to play. The 
children are both highly intelli­ 
gent, precocious, and popular, to 
Judge by what their teachers tell 
me, but, more Important to me, 
they do not get along well to­ 
gether.

our economic kecurity than for any other reason, lf we are bank­ 
rupted. then we are beaten before we can get started. In fact, 
there are excellent reasons to believe that the basic Russian strate­ 
gy lies, not in trying to trap us in a war where we can br defeated, 
but to goad us, through a aeries of minor irritations such as Korea, 
into military extravagances beyond our means to support. 
As a nation, we are being coaxed into undertaking two vast 
tasks, neither of which is it physically possible for us to accom­ 
plish: first, to support all the demoralized peoples of the world 
in a alate of luxury which will dissuade them from turning to 
Communism; and second, to arm and lo defend all of the non­ 
communist areas of the earth. 
It is reasonably obvious that already we have bitten off far 
more than we can chew. It also is obvious that the willingness of 
foreign countries to accept our leadership is much lesa than our 
public officials have been giving us to understand, so that in one 
area after another the foreigners appear to think it a great favor 
on their part to let us make huge presents to them, without the 
least feeling of being obligated to us in any respect. 
For practical reasons, the Korean nuccesses gave our world 
standing a temporary boost. Nevertheless, in the long run the 
unhappy truth is that there probably has never been a time in the 
last century and a half when American opinion, unsupported by 
arms or gifts, carried less weight in the world than it does today.
